Take Nourishment 
Leaves Youth’s Waning 
Strength Only ‘Resource. 


Washington, July 6.—Calvin Cgol- 
idge, Jr. son of the president, was 
described tonight as “very low” after 
a consultation of physicians. 

It was admitted the 16-year-old boy 
was losing ground in his battle against 
septic poison, which has ravaged his 
body for four days. 

The disease had 
staze tonight that medical aid almost 
was despaired of. 

An unfavorable factor is the pa- 
tient’s inability to take nourishment. 
Although his vital organs are func- 
tioning, this condition, with the very 
high fever of the past several days, 
has greatly weakened him. What 
sleep he had today was fitful. 

President and Mrs. Coolidge and 
their elder son, John, were at the 
bedside, while ¢tlote at hand were 
Frank Stearns, close friend of the 
president, and E. T. Clark, personal 
secretary to the president. It was 
the intention of all of them to re 
main throughout the night. 

During ‘the day and night several 
consultations were held by the physi- 
cians at Walter Reed army hospital 
where the boy was taken yesterday 
and operated upon in an effort to ar- 
rest the course of the infection. Late 


reached such a 


today it was admitted that he could 


get no worse, and the word coming 
from the evening consultation was 
interpreted as even more grave. 

The disease, carrying with it a 
high fever, has run unchecked for 
four days and the boy's constitution 
was about exhausted tonight. 
General Condition Slightly Worse. 

The patient recovered from the ef- 
fects of anaesthetics administered last 
night when he submitted to an opera- 
tion in an effort to check the disease, 
but his general condition, at first 
somewhat better, then became elightly 
worse, Encouragement grew, how- 
ever, when during the day he began 
to rest a little easier, but late in 
the day a less optimistic view was 
taken, 

President and Mrs. Coolidge, who 
went to the hospital yesterday, re- 
mained there today, except for a short 
time when they returned to the white 
house. They were back at the bed- 
side at once, however, and arranged 
to remain there throughout the night. 
Frank W. Stearns, personal friend 
of the president, and E. T. Clark, 
personal secretary to the president, 
also visited the l@spital during the 
dey, as did many others in official! 
life, 

Infection Comes From Blister.

Kidnaping Fairburn) 
Girl, Arrives Home Sun- | 
day; Girl Is Still Absent. | 


Fairburn, Ga., July 6.—(Special.) 
H. G. Cook, prominent Fairburn 
banker and one of tne wealthiest 
landowners of thig section, who has 
been hunted by police in all parts 
of the country for the past three 
weeks on a charge of kidnaping pret- 
ty 17-year-old Agnes Purmont, a 
daughter of one of his tenants, re- 
turned home this morning. Late 
Sunday night, it could not be learned 
whether Miss Purmont returned 
with him, as he stayed in the se- 
clusion of his home, refusing to| 
speak with anyone other than mem-| 
bers of his immediate family. 

Cook had not been arrested late 
Sunday, but it is expected that he 
will surrender to tne sheriff, who 
has been absent from town Sunday, 
on Monday morning. A warrant, 
sworn out by the young woman's 
father, was issued by Judge J. Wil- 
son Varker soon after Cook's dis- 
appearance June 17, 

At the time of his disappearance, 
it was claimed that Cook took $15,- 
000 in cash with him. He met the 
Purmont girl in Pyrone, a way sta- 
tion in Campbell county, where they 
boarded a west-bound train, it was 
learned. 

Although Cook -refused to be 
terviewed, it is understood that, fol- 
lowing a telegram sent by him from 
tirmingham Saturday night, mem- 
bers of his family arranged to meet 
him in Atianta Sanday morning, and 
that the trip from Atlanta to Fair- 
burn was made by automobile. 

Every effort .unday to learn where 
Cook had been since leaving Fair- 
urn, and Miss Pargmont’s present 
whereabouts, failed. Cook, with head 
hanging, and glancing to neither right 
nor left, wa'ked through the mein 
street of Fairburn about noon Sun- 
day, but refused to talk to anyone, 
and has remained in his house since.

Sunday night did $65,000 damage to 
the building located at 14 Marietta 
street, put three business houses out 
of business, ate through the walls of 
two adjacent structures, and for a 
time threatened downtown property 
worth millions.

Customers in Panic. 


The fire, which is believed to have | 


been started on the third floor of. the 
building, in the former headquarters 
of the American Legion post No. 1, 
soon ate its way through the floor 
into the dining hall of the restaurant 
on the second floor. Several custom- 
ers narrowly escaped, sacrificing 


coats, hats and other possessions in 


the rush for safety. 

At the same time flames broke 
through the roof on the third floor, 
throwing sparks over the Arcade 
building on Peachtree and showering 
the Kimball house and surrounding 
buildings with burning embers. 

The first floor, occupied by the 
Griff-Reynolds company, men’s fur- 
nishers, and Hambright-Tolleson 
company, also  haberdashers, was 
badly damaged. 
firms, occupying the destroyed build- 
ing, will be able eo reopen pending 
repairs, firemen said. 

Childs’ restaurant and Jacobs’ 
pharmacy also suffered slight losses 
by smoke and water. 

Chief Cody, of the fire department, 
assumed personal control in battling 
the flames and after several hours 
of hard work had the situation under 
control. 

Fire Puzzles Police. 

The fire, which was reported at 
8:20 o'clock, puzzled the detective de- 
partment, whose aid M. Bengal, own- 
er of the restaurant, enlisted, after he 
recalled having heard several pistol 
shots a few minutes before the blaze 
started. 

He said that he also had heard 
sounds resembling pistol shots ear- 
lier in the afternoon. Investigation 
at that time was postponed, he stated. 
until after the rush of business, but 
when they were repeated at 8 o'clock 
he became alarmed and was abvut to 
investigate when the flames burst 
through his establishment. 

Police and detectives discounted thé 
theory that the noise which seemed 
to come from the rooms on the vacated 
story was the result of pistol shots. 


\They advanced the explanation that 


the noise was from the cracking tim- 
her from the smouldering blaze or 
that small boys were shooting fire- 
crackers there. However, they are 
investigating the mystery along the 
lines suggested by Bengal. 

Conservative estimates put the to- 
tal loss at &65,000.

Mr. McAdoo declared he would ex- 
ert every possible effort, “compatible 
with honor and. the trust impose 
upon me,” to end the deadlock in the 


Opinion Prevalent in New 
York That McAdoo Has 
Been Put in Hole by 
Strategy. 


New York, July 6.—Having re 
leased unconditionally the delegates 
supporting them, all the candidates 
for the democratic presidential nom- 
ination save William G. McAdoo will 
ask the national convention tomorrow 
to compel a similar unconditional re- 
lease of the McAdoo delegates as well. 

Whether the convention can do 
more than express its sense in the 
matter is not certain.

-; Report Proposals to Convention. 
“The conference will doubtless re- 
“port to the convent’ 1 the progress 
it has made thus far, especially as 
-it relates to the action of the repre- 
sentatives of the fifteen candidates. 
That will be reported to the conven- 
tion along with the counter proposal! 
of Mr. McAdoo. It is a matter en- 
tirely for the convention to deter- 
mine what action it will take. The 
fandidates have the undoubted right 
to release their own delegates without 
-Any action by‘ the convention. The 
fifteen candidates who signed the pro- 
posal will stand by their action, re- 
gardiess of what Mr. McAdoo does. I 
think the two proposals were submit- 
ted as a whole and will be treated as 
a whole. 


“The conference has not dis- 


solved. It has simply adjourned for 
the present, subject to call. The 
work of the conference thus far will 
be placed before the convention sim- 
ply by the submittal of the two pro- 
pesals. The conrcrence was author- 
ized only to consider suggestions for 
the convention. The McAdoo counter 
proposal has not been accepted thus 
‘far by the other fifteen . candidates. 
The matter can be left between the 


enandidates and their delegates whom 
they have authority to release. 


Release Was Unconditional. 


“The representatives of the fifteen 
candidates made it plain that those 
candidates would abide by the terms 
of their proposal, even after the Mce- 
Adoo counter-proposal wag received. 
That was my understanding. 

“The McAdoo counter-proposal was 
not accepted by the representatives of 
the other fifteen candidates. I think 
the general attitude of the repre- 
sentatives of tie other candidates 
was adverse to the McAdoo proposal, 
treating it as a whole. They did not 
take it up by paragraphs. 

“Whether the conference will meet 
again will depend upon what progress 
can be made by group conferences 
from time to time. I take it that 
Senator Walsh, the presiding officer 
of the convention, or myself, will make 
a report to the convention on what 
has been done. The convention can 
take any action which it may see fit 
on this or any other suggestion that 
may be made from other sources, I 
‘cannot say that there is any plan to 
‘submit the proposals in the form of 
a motion.” 

No Compromise Discussed. 

Replying to an inquiry as to wheth- 
er the conference had discussed a com- 
‘promise candidate, Chairman Hull 
‘stated that those participating had not 
considered it our function to dis- 
cuss any compromise candidate.” 
That, he said, would be the last thing 
they would attempt to do, even should 
‘they be delegated by the convention 
to attempt it. ' 

“The conference exercised its good 
offices in connection with each sug- 
gestion that was made,” Chairman 
Hull continued. “There were a num- 
ber of minor suggestions. Some were 
discussed and acted on, and others 
were rejected. I am not at liberty at 
this time to state what these were. 

“Whether there will be a meeting 
of the conference before the meeting 
of the ‘convention tomorrow depends 
entirely upon developments in the 
meantime which cannot now be an- 
ticipated. It can he, stated, however, 
that there wilil bf conferences of 
sroups looking to a solution.” 

Chairman Hull declined to state 
Whether, under the rules of the con- 
vention, a two-thirds vote would be 
requested for the adoption of a. com- 
promise proposition. He stated it 
was rather a technical matter which 
he would prefer to have Chairman 
Walsh determine when raised. He 
idded, however, that he did not know 


whether there was gny material dif- 
ferences of opinion on the subject. 

Mr. McAdoo’s proposal, presented 
in the form of a letter addressed 
jointly to Chairman Hull, of the dem- 
ocratic national committee, and Sen- 
ator Walsh, of Montana, chairman 
of the convention, was as follows: 

Text of McAdoo’s Letter. 
“Gentlemen : 

“The agreement just submitted to 
me, signed by the various candidates 
before the convention, for releasing 
their delegates from any pledge, in- 
struction or obligation of any nature 
whatsoever, insofar as their candi- 
dacy for the democratic nomination 
for president is concerned, does not, 
in my opinion, offer a solution of the 
unfortunate deadlock in the conven- 
tion. We must, therefore, adopt a 
practical plan which will end the 
deadlock, no matter what effect it 
may have on any individual candi- 
dacy. 

“I therefore propose that, in ad- 
dition to releasing all delegates as 
proposed in agreement submitted, the 
unit rule in this convention be ab- 
rogated; that the majority rule be 
substituted for the two-thirds rule in 
nominating a candidate for president 
and vice president; that each of the 
delegates present from each state 
shall be entitled to cast his pro-rata 
of the vote of all the delegates from 
such states as may have delegates ab- 
sent from the convention; that, after 
the next ballot and after each suc- 
ceeding ballot of the candidates form- 
erly placed before this convention, 
the one receiving the lowest number 
of votes shall be dropped from the 
roll of candidates until a nomination 
is made, 

“I submit herewith a form of the 
proposed agreement which I am will- 
ing to join all the other candidates in 
signing, 

‘Respectfully yours, 
(Signed) WILLIAM G. McADOO.” 

Text of Proposed Agreement. 

“We, the undersigned, agree that 
the unit rule in this convention shal] 
be abrogated and that only a majority 
vote shall be required to nominate 
candidates for president and_  vrice 
president. 

“The undersigned further agree 
that after the next ballot and after 
each succeeding ballot among the 
candidates formerly placed before 
this convention, the one receiving the 
lowest number of votes shall be 
dropped until a nomination is made. 

“The undersigned do further agree 
that each of the delegates present 
from each state shall be entitled to 
cast his pro-rata vote of the dele- 
‘gates from such states as are absent 
from the cenvention. 

“The undersigned do hereby re- 
lease each’ and every delegate from 
any pledge, instruction or obligation 
of any nature whatsoever insofar 
as their candidacy for the democratic 
nomination for president is concern- 
ed, as eompletely as if their naines 
had been withdrawn from this e¢on- 
vention. 

‘This statement has been submitted 
to each candidate whose name das 
been placed in nomination and has 
been accepted by those whose names 
are subscribed hereto either in per- 
son or by duly authorized reprezen- 


tatives.” : 
Fifteen of the sixteen candidates 


for the presidential nomination pre- 
viously had opproved a statement de- 
claring each willingly released all 
delegates committed to him “as com- 
pletely as if his name had been with- 
drawn from the convention.” 

The fifteen approving the declara- 
tion, which was originally put for- 
ward at a meeting of representatives 
of minority candidates, included Gov-

The representatives of the fourteen 
“minority”. candidates first affixed 
the signatures of their principals, ana 
then Governor Smith personally 
placed his signature upon the docu- 
ment which had been drafted in the 
ferm of a resolution for presentation 
to the convention. It reads as fol- 


lows: 
Text of Resolution. 

“Resolved: That the time has ar- 
rived when, in the opinion of this 
democratic convention, all delegates 
should be and are hereby released 
from any pledges or instructions of 
any kind whatsoever, touching any 
candidacy for the nomination for 
resident. . 
. “Statement: The undersigned do 
hereby release all and every delegate 
from any pledge, instruction or obif- 
gation of any nature whatsoever, in- 
sofar as his candidacy for the dem>- 
cratic nomination for the presidency 
ig concerned, as completely as if his 
name had been withdrawn from the 

vention.” : 
“The original resolution presented 
to the conference of “minority can- 
didates was drafted by Howard 
Fruce, representing Governor Albere 
(. Ritchie, of Meryland. From it 
the drafting committee created the 
resolution which was signed by the 
representatives of the candidates. 

McAdoo Leaders Ask ‘ 

The McAdoo leaders asked for & 
recess ‘after the conference had re- 
cessed previously for an hour, declar- 
ing they needed time to confer not 
only with their principal, but with the 
delegates who have been supporting 


. McAdoo. , x 

“ the recess was taken Cordell 
Hull, chairman of the national com- 
mittee, and authorized spokesman for 
the conference, confined his statement 
practically to the fact that adjourn- 
ment had been taken. ’ 

“The matters pending at the time 
of adjournment are privileged under 
the rules of. the conference, and 
cannot disclose them,” he said. I 
hope to be able to do so after the 
mecting.” : : 

"The chairman said the committee to- 
day was showing the same good tem- 
per and was earnestly considering sug- 
gestions relative to steps and policies 
“which might help in settling the 
problem of the convention.” 

“The conference has nothing to do 
with the individual candidates or 
what they may do as to their candid- 
cies,” he added, “but is striving by 
means of these mutual conferences to- 
ward the reaching of a conclusion.” 

The Smith leaders. in considering 
the proposal to release the delegates, 
expressed the view after the recess 
was taken that it offered a fair op- 
portunity to the convention to express 
its convictions and that as a result 
of the proposal a nomination would 
be brought nearer to realization. 

McAdoo Put at Disadvantage. 

Observers of the move to obtain 
an agreement to release all delegates 
were of the general opinion that it 
put McAdoo at a disadvantage, re- 
vardless of whatever way he stood on 
it. It was asserted that if McAdoo 
accepted, it would doubtless mean the 
loss of some delegates who have been 
voting for him, as even the most 
optimistic McAdoo supporter admits. 
Smith supporters openly boasted that 
their candidate could take at least 150 
yotes away from McAdoo if he re- 
leased all. The McAdoo people de- 
nied that the number would be this 
large, and countered with the declara- 
tion that even though they lost some 
of their voting strength of last week. 
they would gain new recruits from 
the favorite son states. : 

Opponents of McAdoo also declared 
that if he refused to go along with 
the minority proposal it would injure 
him with delegates who are on the 
fence. Tired and broke, they are cer- 
tain to take a refusal by McAdoo as 
a lack of good sportsmanship, his 
opposition declared, and vote against 


him. 

The Smith followers were in high 
glee over the situation because they 
insisted that the governor’s official 
release of delegates would not cause 
many votes to shift away from him. 

Anti-McAdoo Elements Closer. 

If any one definite trend charac- 
terizegy the day’s activities, it was to- 
ward a closer union of the anti- 
McAdoo elements of the convention, 
not in the interest of any one can- 
d:date, but to work out their theory 
tlat if McAdoo could be eliminated, 
the convention would be able to find 
a nominee. The question of select- 
ing a compromise candidate appeared 
to be as much an enigma as ever. 
Whether the conference of offi- 
cals and campaign managers would 
have a report ready to lay before the 
convention when it reconvenes tomor- 
row morning alse remained uncer- 
tain. Some suggested that a further 
delay might be asked for, and some 
rrivately expressed the view that a 
disagreement might have to be re- 
ported, leaving the delegates to seek 
some new recourse to free them from 
the grip of their 77-ballot deadlock. 

The meeting of the favorite man- 
agers, which preceded the re-assem- 
bling tonight of the full group of con- 
ferees, acted unanimously in propos- 
ing the release of delegates as a first 
step toward a solution. A resolution 
was drafted under which it would be 
declared the sense of the convention 
that all instructions to vote for a 
particular candidate be disregarded, 
without, however, changing the edicts 
of those state conventions which have 
directed their delegations to vote as 
a unit. ; 

Over Dozen in Conference. 

Those who sponsored the resolution 
and later laid it before the full con- 
ference hoped it would go before the 
convention with the signature of some 
one authorized to speak for each of 
the candidates, including the two lead- 
ers. Should it fail of unanimous ac- 
ceptance beforehand, however, the 
proposal was to demand a roll-call on 
its adoption so that every delegation 
would have to go on record. 

Sitting in the favorite son confer- 
ence were spokesmen for 15 candi- 
dates, presided over by Senator Swan- 
son, of Virginia, who spoke for Sen- 
ator Glass. The others represented 
were Senator Underwood, of Ala- 
bama; Senator Robinson, of Arkan- 
sas; former Senator Saulsbury, of 
Delaware; David F. Houston, Senator 
Ralston, of Indiana; Governor Davis 
of Kansas; Governor Ritchie, of 
Maryland; Senator Ferris, of Mich- 
igan; James M. Cox, Governor Bryan 
of Nebraska ; Governor Brown. of 
New Hampshire; Governor Silzer of 
New Jersey, and John W. Davis. ’ 

The combined strength of these 14 
candidates on the 77th ballot—the 
last taken before the over-Sunday 
adjournment—was 209 out of the 
convention's total voting strength of 
1,098. But it was pointed out on 
every hand that this figure did not 
tell the whole story of the impor- 
tance of the favorite son groups in 
a solution of the problem which has 
held the convention powerless for a

Attracted Stray Vote. en 

On earlier ballots, the favorite son 
candidates have momentarily attract- 
ed one or another of the state dele- 
gations away from the two leaders 
at times when their help. was needed 
badly to bear up a strategic drive, 
and the Smith and McAdoo man- 
agers declare the same situation is 
bound to continue as long as the 
ae of the favorite sons remain 
before the convention. 

It is further argued that, with 
more than a third of the convention 
strength tied to the banner of Gov- 
ernor Smith, and nearly half the 
delegates voting consistently for 
McAdoo, the favorite son strength 
must be broken into by either side 
which hopes to come even within

Arguing that a nomination would | 
result from the unlocking of the 
favorite son repositories of strength, 
David Ladd Rockwell, the McAdoo 
campaign manager, declared tonight 
that in such an event his candidate 
would be able at once to increase 
his total to more than 600, startiag 
a rush that wo sweep the Smith 
opposition off its feet and load down 
the McAdoo band-wagon before many 
ballots with the 732 votes necessary 
to a choice. 

McAdoo and Aides Busy. 

Much of today was spent by Mr. 
McAdoo in conferences with Mr. 
Rockwell and his other advisers, map- 
ping out a plan .to continue the fight 
and drafting suggestions for a possible 
revision of conventien procedure, to 
be laid later before the conference 
of ‘party leaders and campaign man- 
agers. Despite the failure of all at- 
tempts at yesterday's session to adopt 
a plan for elimination of the low man 
on each ballot, and for other changes 
in the convention rules, it was ap- 
parent that the McAdoo supporters 
still hoped t» bring forward a plan 
that would expedite the work of the 
convention and at the same time be of 
such a character that the oppositiou 
would accept it. 

The rally of McAdoo delegates fto- 
night was said to have been called 
by McAdoo managers in the various 
state delegations, and the candidate’s 
headquarters disavowed any connec- 
tion with the plan. ‘The purpose was 
to reassure Mr. McAdoo that he 
should continue the fight. Admission 
was limited strictly ta McAdoo déle- 
gates and members of Mr. McAdoo’s 
staff. ; 

In the Smith headquarters there 
was activity, those in charge declar- 
ing their lines remained as they had 
been at the close of the balloting 
yesterday, and that no further steps 
were needed to consolidate the Smith 
delegates for any resumption of the 
balloting that might be necessary. A' 
statement wa8 issued, declaring Gov- 
ernor Smith the only candidate who 
could win in the election this fall, 


Proposal Is Rejected. 


One proposal which came before 
the conference of party leaders and 
candidates’ managers last night was 
that the lesser candidates withdraw 
for five ballots, under an agreement 
that McAdoo and Smith also would 
retire if neither had the needed two- 
thirds at the end of the five ballot 
run-off. The proposal came from the 
favorite son group and appeared to 
have its general approval, but it 
failed of acceptance from the McAdoo 
and Smith managers and was dropped. 

At times the discussions proceeded 
with great bitterness and there were 
many personal tilts between party 
leaders on opposite sides of the fence. 
Mr. Rockwell repratedly came under 
fire, but he replieu to all his critics 
by arguing that it was ridiculous to 
suppose a candidate with almost a 
majority of the total convention votes 
should withdraw in favor of some 
favorite son whose strength is com- 
paratively negligible. 

One of the central figures in the 
first meeting of the conferees last 
night was William Jennings Bryan, 
who became the storm center of sev- 
eral disputes and pointedly gave his 
colleagues his opinions on several 
subjects. But he did not attend any 
of today’s conferences, sending word 
that his religious views did not per- 
mit him to take part in political dis- 
cussions on Sunday. 

One of the bitterest rows in the 
preliminary stages of the conference 
was precipitated by a proposal that 
the unit rule be abrogated so that 
all the delegates could vote their per- 
sonal convictions. The suggestion 
was supported by the Smith forces, 
and opposed by William Jennings 
Bryan, who attended as the repre- 
sentative of his brother, Governor 
Bryan. 

Repeated clashes occurred also be- 
tween Mr. Bryan and Senator Cara- 
way, of Arkansas, representing the 
condidacy of Senator Robinson. The 
activities of the “Commoner” in this 
and previous conventions became the 
subject of frequent jibes tossed across 
the conference table and he insisted 
on replying to all of them fully. 

Brennan Smooths Rough Spots. 

George Brennan, the Jllinois leader, 
selected by Governor Smith as his 
chief representative in the conference, 
several times smoothed over difficuit 
situations and restored the good na- 
ture of the weary and discouraged 
conferees. Anothef stabilizing force 
was Thomas Taggart, of Indiana, au- 


thor of the motion under which the‘ 


conference assembled. Without direct 
ebligation to either the Smith or Me- 
Adoo factions, he occupied a position 
enabling him at critical stages of the 
argument to restore the conference 
to an even keel. | ; 

It was declared by the leaders that 
Inst night’s session, as well as the 
enrlier stages of that held tonight, 
was #0 completely devoted to dis- 
cussing questions of procedure and 
the possibility of withdrawals that 
the problem of selecting a compro- 
mise candidate had not been ap- 
proached. There still was much talk 
outside the conference of Senator 
Robinson, Senator Ralston, John W. 
Davis and Senator Glass, but there 
appeared to be no substantial move 
teward any one of them. 

Various combinations for presi- 
dent and vice president were under 
discussion in scattered groups of dele- 
gates. Some of the volunteer ticket 
mikers were offering Robinson and 
Glass, Ralston and Glass, Davis and 
Davis, and a wide variety of others. 
Senator Copeland, of New York; 
Mavor Dever, of Chicago; Governor 
Ktitchie, of Marrland, and Homer 8. 
Cummings, of Connecticut, were 
among those mentioned as possible 
running mates for a compromise 
presidential can:lidate, and many also 
were urging Senator Walsh, of Mon- 
tana, for the vice presidency, al- 
though his friends said he did not 
want it, 

Taggart in Role of Leader. 

The various conferences and their 
recesses were anything but thrilling. 
It was a muggy day, and neither 
the conferees nor the hundred or so 
persons who waited for the comple- 
tion of the conferences outside Chair- 
man Hull’s rooms appeared able to 
get much enthusiasm from the hap- 
penings, 

The initial meeting got under way 
around 1 o’clock in the afternoon, with 
Thomas Taggart, of Indiana, taking 
a leading role. He took the floor 
and declared bluntly that the dele- 
gates were going broke, and that if 
something were not doné to relieve 
the situation “chaos will reign” at 
the convention. As he talked Taggart 
became more enthusiastic, and as 
he urged the need for all favorite 
sons to set aside j}@rsonal ambition, 
his voice rose to such a high pitch 
that he could be heard plainly in the 
hall through closed doors, 

After Taggart finished there were 
desultory discussions for a few min- 
utes and then the proposal was 
adopted. 


Fight to Change Rules. 


There was a long discussion in the 
conferences today as well as Jast 
night over proposals that both the 
two-thirds rule and the unit rule be 
done away with to expedite a nomi- 
nation. The McAdoo forces fought 
every suggestion of the kind advanced. 

Some who attended the conference 
said that the general opinion appeared 
to be that neither rule eould be 
abrogated as long as abrogation re- 
quires a two-thirds vote. A way was 
sought to change the rules through 
a majority vote of the convention. 
and the proposition was made that 
the resolutions committee be instruct- 
ed to bring an amendment to the 
rules providing for abolition of the 
two strictures, the theory being that

BACK LA FOLLETTE 


Cleveland, July 6.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The attitude 
taken by the socialist party of 
America toward the presidential can- 
didacy of Senator Robert M. La Fol- 
lette and the relations of this party 
to the conference for progressive po- 
litical agtion came sharply to the 
front at the start of the party's .na- 
tional convention, 

A committee, consisting of 15 of 
the leading socialists of the party, 
was appointed and instructed to re- 
port by 9 o'clock tomorrow morning 
in order that the question could be 
made a special order of business and 
cleared before the other activities of 
the convention are taken up. Urfon 
the decision of this question will de- 
pend whether the socialists will have 
a national ticket of their own in 
the field for the November election. 

La Follette Indorsed. 

The committee tonight decided by 
a vote of 13 to 2 to recommend to 
the convention that it indorse the 
candidacy of La Follette. Close co- 
operation with the progressive con- 
ference in the national campaign also 
was recommended. 

The action of the convention on 
this problem overshadowed the other 
doings of the opening session. Mayor 
Daniel Hoan, of Milwaukee, who was 
elected chairman, had hardly time 
to wield the gavel before a motion 
was made by Cameron H. LKing, 
California, that a committee of nine 
be appointed to formulate a proposal 
on the relations between the party 
and the conference. ‘This committee 
afterward was increased to 15, and 
following the nomination of 23 dele- 
gates, these were elected:

Jacob Pankan, New York; 
Cameron H. King, California; Joseph 
W. Sharts, Ohio; G. A. Hoehn, Mis- 
souri; Jena M. Lewis, California ; 
Emma Henry, Indiana; Joseph E. 
Cohen, Pennsylvania; G. BE. Duncan, 
Wisconsin; James O'Neil, New York ; 
George E. Roewer, Jr., Massachu- 
setts: John Collins, Illinois; George 
H. Goebel, New Jersey; W. R. Snow, 
[llinois. 

The speed with which the conven- 
tion started work was emphasized by 


the absence of any keynote speech or 
other traditional national convention 


eeremony. Mrs. Bertha Hale White, 
executive secretary of the party, rap- 
ped for order and called the roll of 
delegates. ‘The convention organised 
with 210 accredited delegates from 29 
states and elected Mayor Hoan as 
chairman and Leo Harkin, New Jer- 
sey, as secretary. Committees. on 
resolutions, organization, finance and 
party constitution were chosen and 
their reports will come before the 
convention after the committee of 15 
reports. 
Opposition Expected. 

Both Congressman Berger and Mor- 
ria Hillquit, who were the socialist 
party representatives in the confer- 
ence for progressive political action, 
expressed confidence that the conven- 
tion would support the action of the 
conference, but both admitted they ex- 
pected rather keen opposition from 
those who will insist that the social- 
ist party nominate its own candidates 
for president and vice president. 

The buzz of talk was an audible 
undertone to all the proceedings, swell- 
ing at times into an overtone that 
caused Chairman Hoan to rap for 
order. He sent for a “sledge ham- 
mer’ to use as gavel in place of the 
pocket knife which was his weapon 
at the start, and was given a heavy 
carpenter's implement, the resounding 
whacks of which stilled the voices, 

“We can work faster if the dele- 
gates will do their visiting this after- 
noon,” he said. 


Later when the strength of this 
appeal wore off and conversation be- 
eame dominant for the third ‘time.

GHT TO MANAGERS.

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FACING ASSEMBLY 


Meeting again at 11 o'clock this 
morning after a three-day holiday and 
week-end recess, the general assembly 
is faced by an order of business which 
includes several of the most impor- 
tant bills to be considered at the pres- 
ent session. | 

Of greatest interest on the house 
calendar is the bill providing for bi- 
ennial sessions of the legislature, and 
its companion measure calling for 
four-year terms for. the governor and 
statehouse officials, both of which 
come up for final action this week. 
The former passed the senate at its 
last session, and received strong ap- 
proval in Governor Walkers mes- 
sage. 

Amendment Not Necessary. 


bill providing for January sessions 
of the legislature seem to indicate that 
such a measure will not require a con- 
stitutional amendment, as had been 
thought, but can be enacted by a 
simple legislative act. A  constitu- 
tional amendment to that end, intro- 
duced by Representative Linder, of 
Jeff Davis, was approved last week 
by the committee on constitutional 
amendments by a vote of 15 to 5. 

Attention has been called since then 
to the provision of the state constitu- 
tion which fixes the day on which the 
legislature shall meet only “until the 
day be changed by law,’ and to the 
instance when the legislature, in 1902, 
changed the day of meeting from Octo- 
ber to June. Friends of the measure 
now pending in the house welcome this 
new turn, and will introduce a substi- 
tute bill in the near future to take 
advantage of it. 

Additional Bills, 

Other bills slated for early consid- 
eration include one requiring all ve- 
hicles to come to a complete stop be- 
fore crossing railroad grade crossings, 
one to place all motor busses in the 
state under the control of the public 
service commission, a bill to repeal 
the cigarette-tax law enacted last 
vote, and the local measure authoriz- 
ing the city of Atlanta to build via- 
ductg across the railroad tracks at 
Pryor street and Central avenue. 

The last comes before the senate 
Thursday. On the same day, the sen- 
ate also will take up the repeal of the 
tax-equalization law, which the house 
yoted to repeal last year. 

Looming before the general assem- 
bly ig the ever-momentous question of 
appropriations and of ways and means 
of meeting them. Although general 


appropriations were provided for at 
the. last session, special appropria- 
tions amounting to more than $2,000,- 
000 already have been introduced, ac- 
cording to Representative Culpepper, 
chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee. These, if passed, Mr. Culpep- 
per stated, will have to be covered 
by flew taxes, as all present income 
is already provided for. These meas- 
ures, however, will not come before 
the legislature until present business 
is completed. 


REVOLUTION STIRS 
BRAZILIAN STATE 


Rio de Janeiro, July 5.—( Delayed.) 
What is described as “a small, sub- 
versive movement” hag broken out in 
the state of Sao Paulo. The govern- 
ment is taking every precaution to 
prevent the spread of the revolt, and 
officials predict that it will. be sup- 
pressed without further complications, 

“Federal troops are proceeding to 
the scene of the outbreak and will use 
energetic measures to restore order,” 
states an official communique issued 
here. 

“The public in Rio de Janeiro re- 
mains calm, and has complete confi- 
dence in the government.” 

Fighting Takes Place. 

According to. dispatches reaching 
here from Sao Paulo, fighting has tak- 
en place there between state troops 
and officers, the latter being backed 
up by federal garrisons. 

It is reported that the cause of the 
dissension is that the Sao Paulo state 
troops did not approve of the state 
government’s intention to renew the 
contract with the French military mis- 
sion, which has been instructing the 
army for several years. 

The federal chamber has passed a 
resolution proclaiming martial law 
in the federal district and the state 
of Sao Paulo, and it is believed here 
that the government has the situation 
well under control. 

All telephonic communications he- 
tween here and Sao Paulo are under 
official control, as are the train ser- 
vices to the disturbed area. 

The Gazeta de Notica carries 2 
dispatch from Sao Paulo, stating that 
the movement has already been al- 
most suppressed, 

Two Leaders Arrested. 

T'wo leaders have been arrested and 
the rebels are retreating from the 
city in disorder, according to the dis- 
patch, which says that the federal

federal taxes by citizens of the United 
States for the calendar year 1922, it 
was disclosed in statistics of incomes 
for that year made public by the treas- 
ury.

The general does not hide the 
source of his apprehension. He 
speaks right out and says that the 
strong military alliance between 
Belgium and France will be the 
greatest menace that the Dutch peo- 
ple have ever faced in their history. 

Now there is a strip of land in the 
south of Holland, in the province of 
Zeeland, where the population is of 
pure Flemish stock. Those people 
live south of the Scheldt river, but 
strange to say they have no love 
whatever for thelr Flemish kinsmen 
on the other side of the border in 
Belgium. : 

They are the strongest supporters 
of the House of Orange and every- 
thing pertaining to Dutch national- 
ity’ in the whole realm. Politically 
they form a strong element in the 
anti-revolutionary Calvinist party, 
which {is built upon the historical 
union between Holland and the 
House of Orange. 

Ever since 1839, when the boun- 
daries of Belgium were established 
by the great powers, the Belgians, 
formerly known as Southern Neth- 
erlanders, have claimed that this par- 
ticular section of the Dutch king- 
dom should have been included in 
their new domain. 

Through that partitioning the 
mouths of the Scheldt river, on 
which Belgium’s chief commercial 
city is located, are in the hands and 
under the control of the Dutch. 

With the ever-growing military 
prestige of Belgium, General Snyder 
believes that the day is not far dis- 
tant when the Belgians will again lay 
claim to Zeeland Flanders and he ad- 
vocates the establishment of strong 
fortifications along the Belgian bor- 
der. 

Should the matter be left to a 
plebiscite or the League of Nations, 
there is little doubt as to its out- 
come—Zeeland Flanders will remain 
Dutch territory. But the general 
fears that the example of D’Annun- 
zio in annexing and holding Fiume 
for Italy may act like contagion upon 


some Belgian patriot and cause him | 


to seize the disputed land. 

For that day the Dutch must be 
guarded, in the words of General 
Snyder. For he warns his people 
that it will not be a case of Holland 
against Belgium, but again as it was 
in 1830, Holland against Belgium 
and-France. 

There is no doubt, he says, that 
England also would like to secure 
more ports and waterways on the 
North Sea in case of a general Euro- 
pean conflagration and has for long 
cast covetous glances at the mouths 
of the Scheldt river, so ideally suit- 
able for submarine bases. 

Of course, the general's idea is to 
awaker the Dutch people. As to an 
Imminent danger of a European war 
between such nations, which have 
always been leaders in peace and 
common sense, there is in reality 
little likelihood. 

The general, being a military ex- 
pert, looks around him and sees the

Frederick the Great 
And “Politics.” 


In recently discovered letters writ- 
ten by Frederick the Great to his 
nephew, there are some interesting 
conclusions reached by that prince 
who was known tp despise even the 


German language and who was an 
ardent admirer of Voltaire. Politics 
he found sinful and base. “Man,” 
he wrote, “knew that it was not right 
to deceive his fellow man and so he 
sought after a word which would 
condone such actions with a pleas- 
ing title. They hit upon the words 
‘politics’ and ‘statesmanship’ to des- 
ignate them. Those terms are appro- 
priate only for rulers and sovereigns, 
for who,” he asks, “would presume 
to call us liars and scoundrels?” “I 
understand by ‘politics’ the supreme 
effort of men to cheat other people.

Bishops of the Methodist church 
north and south, estranged ever since

The old bitterness between 
the north and south has largely died 
away and the south is rising in a new 
glory of progress and prosperity. ‘To- 
gether they rallied round a common 
flag when democracy, held dear in 
both sections, was in danger. It is 
therefore a happy sign of the times 
that the churches would now oblit- 
erate as much as possible the old 
rancor and bitterness by uniting in 
one body. On the surface there have 
been during the last decades few in- 
dications that southerners and north- 
erners remembered the causes that led 
them into the bloody conflict that 
staggered the world. But the griev- 
ances often found expression in the 
quiet places. where there was greater 
intimacy. The action of the bishops 
will help to blot out the past in a 
new generation. 


Grand Words 


(London Times.) 
A London magistrate fell foul of 
the police the other day for using 
words of such needless length as “al- 


tercation” and “demeanor.” “You 
use very grand words,” he complain- 
ed, “and I don’t understand you a 
bit.” This may be doing less than 
justice both to himself and to a hard- 
working body of men, whose lot is 
already known to be “not a happy 
one.” But the outburst is a whole- 
some rebuke to the readiness of those 
in authority to use words and phrases 
which they think likely to impress the 
rank and file and to keep up the 
dignity of their own high calling. The 
habit is widespread in official life. It 
would almost seem sometimes that 
government departments are plants 
too tender to bear unscreened the 
rough oblast of the plain mother 
tongue. They swathe themselves in 
wrappings against it. They observe, 
but never see; commence, but rarely 
begin. They would be shocked to say 
in an official letter that one of their 
men had been told to do this or that; 
he receives the necessary §§ instruc- 
tions, and then rarely to do something 
outright, but rather to take steps 
With a view to this action or the 
other. They never so far forget 
themselves as to be surprised: though 
they sometimes cannot refrain from 
expressing their astonishment. Each 
change and chance of the official] life 
has its set and stilted form of words. 
The style has been pilloried by a dis- 
tinguished professor of England, who 
sees in “He was conveyed to his resi- 
dence in a state of intoxication” mere 
“jargon” for the bare fact that “He 
was carried home drunk.” The tend- 
ency to long words and roundabout 
phrases seems, indeed, to dog the 
specialist of every kind. Scientists can 
hardly escape it in their need to find 
new words for new things and new 
ideas. 

Philosophers could not go on with- 
out coining fearsome pkrases whose 
rotundity may hide one knows not 
what mistiness of meaning. Doctors 
revel in length and outlandishness, 
but their patients are perhaps partly 
to blame for that.

FOUND IN BURNED HULK 


Baltimore, Md., July 6.—The bodies | 
of five boys, members of The Balti- 
more Evening Sun’s newsboys’ band,

There | 
has been a steady increase in evangelistic 
results within the past nine months, 500 | 
having united with us, completing a total | 
of 2.276 additions to the membership in| 
seven years. 


According to the auditor, the 
membership now stands at 3,200. 

We found at the beginning of this pas- 
torate a mortgage of $114,000 on the build- 
ing, and a membership of 952 souls greatly 
discouraged over the outlook, Plans were 
instituted to retire this obligation and re- 
lease the work from its onerous burden 
that had handicapped it a balf decade. By 


herole action, self-sacrifice, and generosity 
of friends outside the membership, the 
debt was paid eutirely and the mortgaze 
burned in the presence of thousands in 
January, 1920. We have raised since the 
present pastorate began $45,000 for all 
purposes. 

The work spiritually has grown by teaps 
and bounds during the years; the Sunduy 
school with an average attendance of 657 
per Sunday in 1917 has now an average 
attendance for the year of 1,641. One B.
